MARCH  10,  1962 

In  accordance  with  the  warrant  as  posted,  the  voters 
of  the  Town  of  Warren  met  in  the  Town  Hall  at  2:00  p.m. 
and  took  action  on  the  following  articles: 

Article  1.  Voted  that  the  reports  of  Town  Officers 
as  printed  in  the  Town  Report  be  accepted  and  hear  reports 
of  all  standing  and  special  committees.  There  were  two 
special  committees  reported,  the  Zoning  and  Planning 
Committee  and  the  School  Evaluation  Report. 

Article  2.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized 
to  appoint  any  other  officer  not  already  elected. 

Article  3.  Voted  that  the  Town  fix  the  salary  and 
compensation  of  all  elective  officers  of  the  Town  as  pro- 
vided by  Section  108  of  Chapter  41,  General  Laws  as 
amended.  Also  voted  appropriations  to  defray  expenses 
for  the  year  as  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Recapitulation 
for  1962. 

Article  4.  Voted  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of 
the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1963,  and  to  issue 
a  note  or  notes  therefor  payable  within  one  year,  and  to 
renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of 
less  than  one  year  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter 
44  General  Laws. 
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Article  5.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $2400  be  raised  and 
appropriated  to  meet  the  Town's  share  of  the  cost  of  Chap- 
ter 90  Maintenance  of  Highways,  to  be  used  with  or  with- 
out any  money  from  the  State  or  County  under  Chapter  90 ; 
and  that  in  addition  the  sum  of  $4800  be  transferred  from 
unappropriated  available  funds  in  the  treasury  to  meet 
the  State's  and  County's  share  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  the 
reimbursements  from  the  State  and  County  to  be  restored, 
upon  their  receipt,  to  unappropriated  available  funds  in 
the  treasury. 

Article  6.  Voted  that  the  Town  transfer  the  sum  of 
$4,000  from  Road  Machinery  Fund,  to  Road  Machinery 
Account,  for  operation  and  maintenance  of  road  machinery. 

Article  7.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $5,000  to  be  expended  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  (in  con- 
nection with  funds  granted  by  the  State  and  County)  for 
the  improvement  of  Southbridge  Road,  and  that  in  addi- 
tion, the  sum  of  $15,000  be  transferred  from  unappropri- 
ated available  funds  in  the  treasury  to  meet  the  State's 
and  County's  share  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  the  reimburse- 
ment from  the  State  and  County  to  be  restored,  upon  their 
receipt,  to  unappropriated  available  funds  in  the  treasury. 

Article  8.  Moved  and  voted  that  the  Town  petition 
the  State  Departm^ent  of  Public  Works  for  assistance  under 
Chapter  81  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended,  and  that  the 
sum  of  $6,900  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  meet  the  Town's 
share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter  81  highways,  to  be  used  with 
or  without  any  money  from  the  State  under  Chapter  81 ; 
and  that,  in  addition  the  sum  of  $18,975  be  transferred  from 
unanpronriated  available  funds  in  the  treasury  to  meet  the 
State's  share  of  the  cost  of  the  works,  the  reimbursements 
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from  the  State  to  be  restored,  upon  their  receipt,  to  unap- 
propriated available  funds  in  the  treasury. 

Article  9.  Voted  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  charge  for  Machinery  Rental  on  Town  appropria- 
tions for  other  than  Chapter  81  and  Chapter  90.

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Report  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes 


January  1,  1962  to  December  31,  1962 

In  1962  the  total  of  all  taxes  collected  and  turned  over 
to  the  Treasurer  was  $341,723.76  and  the  amount  and  classi- 
fication of  each  tax  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Town 
Accountant. 

1962  Poll  Tax  bills  amounting  to  $2,258.00  were  mailed. 
On  the  last  day  of  the  year  15  taxpayers  had  failed  to  pay 
their  $2.00  Poll  Tax  and  each  became  subject  to  arrest. 

On  October  1,  1962  when  the  1961  tax  levy  on  property 
was  one  year  past  due  there  still  remained  $3,372.28  un- 
collected and  dehnquent  out  of  the  $240,268.44  assessed. 
On  December  20,  1962  there  remained  unpaid  $1,195.76 
covering  nine  pieces  of  property  which  were  advertised 
and  taken  for  taxes. 

On  December  31,  1962  there  remained  unpaid  and  de- 
Hnquent  on  1962  tax  levy  on  property  $9,680.53  of  the 
$247,134.49  assessed.  All  property  taxes  unpaid  on  May  1, 
1963  will  be  put  on  Warrant  for  collection. 

Motor  Vehicle  Excise  taxes  are  committed  to  the  Col- 
lector at  irregular  intervals.  Through  December  31,  1962 
a  total  of  $56,502.27  was  committed  for  1962.  The  total 
collections  through  December  31,  1962  was  $47,385.53  with 
abatements  in  the  amount  of  $4,081.35  and  $2,192.91  in 
refunds. 
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The  commitment  for  1962  Personal  Property  tax  was 
$40,574.15  with  an  uncollected  balance  as  of  December  31, 
1962  of  $1,386.06.  All  unpaid  Personal  Property  taxes  as 
of  May  1,  1963  will  be  put  on  Warrant. 

The  commitment  for  1962  Farm  Animal  Excise  tax 
was  $413.29  of  which  all  but  $38.75  was  collected  as  of 
December  31,  1962.  All  unpaid  Farm  Animal  Excise  taxes 
as  of  May  1,  1963  will  be  put  on  Warrant. 

In  1962  bond  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes  to  the  Town  of 
Warren  was  in  the  amount  of  $40,000.00

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Report  of  Tree  Warden  and 
Gypsy  Moth  Superintendent 


I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year,  January  1,. 
1962  through  December  31,  1962. 

112  trees  were  sampled  for  Dutch  Elm  Disease,  108 
were  proved  diseased.  All  of  these  trees  have  been  removed, 
plus  190  that  were  beetle  infested  or  dead  have  also  been 
removed  for  the  year  1962.  A  total  of  298  Elm  trees  re- 
moved for  the  year  1962. 

All  dead  or  dangerous  trees  along  the  highways  that 
were  considered  a  menace  to  public  safety  were  removed, 
39  Shade  trees  in  all. 

A  large  number  of  Shade  trees  were  damaged  by  the 
ice  storm  of  December,  1961.  Extensive  trimming  was 
necessary. 

Replacement  Program,  newly  started  in  1962,  there 
were  14  Shade  trees  planted.  A  small  amount,  but  in  the 
right  direction. 

There  were  only  nine  complaints  on  pest  and  danger- 
ous trees  elect. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  people  of  Warren  and  West  Warren 
for  their  kind  cooperation. 

I  will  continue  to  cooperate  with  the  citizens  of  Warren 
and  West  Warren  in  any  way  possible.

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Report  of  the  Director  of  Civil  Defense 


April  10th  to  December  31,  1962 

I  assumed  the  appointment  of  Civil  Defense  Director 
on  April  10,  1962.  My  first  job  was  to  institute  an  opera- 
tions program  that  covered  the  needs  of  the  Town  in  the 
event  of  war  disaster.  This  program  will  also  operate  in  the 
event  of  natural  disaster  such  as  fire,  flood,  hurricane, 
tornado,  etc.  It  was  necessary  to  have  this  program  ap- 
proved by  State  Headquarters  before  the  Town  would  be 
eligible  for  surplus  commodities  and  matching  Federal  funds 
for  certain  expenditures.  Former  Director  Boleslaw  Doktor 
has  given  valuable  assistance  in  this  regard.  This  program 
was  approved  by  State  Headquarters  and  our  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  is  now  the  official  disaster  plan  of  Warren. 

We  now  have  an  organized  Auxiliary  Fire  Department 
who  have  been  receiving  training  from  the  Fire  Chief 
and  Board  of  Engineers.  This  group  being  extremely  active 
raised  money  to  help  defray  uniform  costs,  and  they  took 
part  in  a  large  number  of  musters,  winning  a  total  of  15 
trophies.  This  unit  gave  assistance  at  the  severe  brush 
and  forest  fires  last  summer,  and  at  the  tragic  fire  at  the 
William  Skipper  home.  We  expect  to  fully  equip  the  men 
very  soon. 

We  have  a  well  organized  police  unit  and  they  will 
begin  an  extensive  police  training  this  winter.  The  Aux- 
iliary Police  at  the  request  of  the  Police  Chief  set  up  a 
coverage  of  the  whole  Town  at  Halloween,  doing  duty 
for  two  nights  and  using  two-way  communications  in 
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equipped  cruising  cars,  radio  coverage  being  set  up  by 
the  CD.  Radiac  Unit.  The  result  was  no  disturbances,  no 
damages,  not  even  windows  marked.  This  unit  is  also  in 
need  of  equipment.  They  will  be  well  organized  by  spring 
for  active  police  work  whenever  called  to  duty. 

A  women's  canteen  has  been  organized  by  a  very 
active  group  and  some  of  them  have  had  vast  experience  in 
mass  and  emergency  feeding.  It  is  their  intention  to  op- 
erate at  all  times  of  disaster,  war  or  natural  causes.  They 
have  already  demonstrated  their  ability  and  worth  during 
the  Skipper  fire,  and  assisted  our  firemen  in  one  of  the 
coldest  days  of  the  year. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  to  conduct  a  medical 
self  help  program.  This  will  consist  of  a  course  of  twelve 
lessons  with  the  assistance  of  our  two  local  doctors  and 
registered  nurses,  as  well  as  other  qualified  workers.  We 
hope  to  conduct  the  courses  in  Warren  and  West  Warren 
to  make  it  more  convenient  for  all  residents.  We  urge 
each  family  to  have  one  member  of  each  household  partici- 
pate in  this  program  because  it  is  far  reaching,  enough 
to  enable  a  family  to  live  for  a  week  or  more  without 
medical  assistance. 

Volunteers  will  be  welcome  for  Civil  Defense  in  any 
capacity.

In  the  month  of  June  the  Town  Clerk  turned  over  to 
me  the  entire  list  of  dog  owners  and  on  that  list  I  found 
101  delinquent  dog  owners. 

On  June  13,  1962,  notices  were  sent  to  the  101  dehn- 
quent  dog  owners  and  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  all 
licenses  have  been  paid  or  the  owners  no  longer  have  a  dog. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  I  have  found  people 
with  new  dogs  and  these  are  now  licensed. 

I  had  confined  12  dogs,  6  for  which  new  owners  were 
found,  2  were  destroyed  and  4  were  delivered  to  the  SPCA.

January  1  to  December  31,  1962 

The  Department  expended  benefits  this  year  to  eh- 
gible  veterans  and  dependents,  who  had  lawful  settlements 
in  the  Town  of  Warren,  according  to  provisions  of  Chap. 
115  G.L.  as  amended,  the  sum  of  $8,730.71.  All  cases  were 
recommended  to  the  State  Commissioner  and  were  approved, 
making  the  Town  eligible  for  reimbursement.  The  expendi- 
tures this  year  show  an  increase  over  last  year  due  to 
an  increased  case  load  and  several  hospitalizations.  We 
also  have  new  nursing  home  cases.  On  veterans'  hospital- 
ization we  are  fortunate  in  having  the  V.A.  Hospitals  and 
also  the  Holyoke  Soldiers'  Home.  However,  dependents 
have  to  be  placed  elsewhere.  We  have  received  the  utmost 
cooperation  from  all  hospitals.  The  V.A.  Hospitals  and 
Soldiers'  Home  are  used  and  no  cost  to  the  Town. 

We  have  been  successful  in  establishing  a  number  of 
pension  claims  and  several  disability  claims.  We  have  at 
present  a  few  awaiting  adjudication.  Most  of  these  if  not 
obtained  would  have  some  bearing  on  our  benefits  fund. 

We  have  handled  insurance  claims  and  conversions  for 
a  number  of  veterans,  and  also  loans.  We  have  interceded 
on  re-payment  claims  to  the  United  States  Government 
and  arranged  long  term  re-payments  in  hardship  cases. 
We  have  also  secured  the  services  of  other  state  agencies 
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in  aiding  crippled  and  unfortunate  veterans  and  their 
families. 

490  personal  contacts  were  made  in  reference  to  vet- 
erans' affairs,  410  telephone  calls,  and  processed  25  returned 
servicemen's  papers,  and  reported  to  the  Selective  Service 
Board  for  them.  Being  Chairman  of  the  Selective  Service 
Board  171,  Spencer,  we  will  register  all  young  men  who 
become  eighteen  years  of  age.  During  the  year  600  photo- 
stats were  made  for  veterans'  cases,  and  over  200  written 
communications. 

Some  veterans  may  be  interested  in  learning  that  a 
vocational  rehabilitation  bill  for  peacetime  veterans  with 
30  percent  or  more  service  connected  disabilities  was  ap- 
proved in  October.  Peacetime  veterans  with  noncompensable 
service  incurred  disabilities  are  now  able  to  have  equal 
hospitalization  privileges  with  other  veterans  under  a  bill 
that  was  signed  into  law  on  August  14th.  Up  to  this  date 
only  peacetime  veterans  with  compensable  ratings  of  at 
least  10  percent  were  eligible  for  hospitalization. 

All  disabled  veterans  receiving  compensation  for  serv- 
ice-connected disabilities  were  awarded  an  increase  in  their 
monthly  payments  under  a  new  bill  passed  in  September. 

This  office  urges  all  veterans  to  use  the  services  we 
are  able  to  extend. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  Town  Departments  for  their  co- 
operation throughout  the  year.

The  year  had  hardly  started  when  our  President  Mr. 
L.  Dwight  Granger  passed  away.  He  was  very  interested 
in  library  improvements  and  its  activities  and  was  greatly 
instrumental  in  securing  State  Aid  for  this  library.  The 
Officers  and  members  of  the  corporation  mourn  his  loss. 
Mr.  Charles  Shepard  who,  previously,  had  been  President 
for  several  years  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  so  affairs 
continued  smoothly  under  his  leadership. 
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Before  the  year  ended  we  lost  another  faithful  member 
by  death,  Mr.  Alwyn  Benson,  who  had  been  auditor  for 
several  years. 

The  library  has  been  a  busy  place  this  year.  There  has 
been  a  greater  use  of  the  reference  room  and  we  have  had 
the  largest  circulation  and  attendance  in  ten  years. 

Each  April  brings  National  Library  Week,  this  year 
the  eighth  through  the  eleventh,  and  again  the  librarian 
thinks,  ''What  can  I  do  to  create  new  interest  in  the 
library  ?" 

The  morning  of  the  ninth,  two  groups  from  the  elemen- 
tary school,  at  different  hours,  visited  the  library,  spend- 
ing half  of  the  period  looking  at  books  and  discussing  the 
kinds  of  birds  in  the  case.  The  older  group  examined  the 
card  catalogue,  also.  The  last  half  hour  they  went  to  the 
museum  room  and  there  Mrs.  Anita  Zalis  told  stories  to  the 
younger  children  and  Mrs.  Doris  Oilman  to  the  older 
group.  On  Thursday,  the  tenth.  High  School  Juniors  taking 
College  English  met  in  the  reference  room  and  received 
instruction  on  using  the  books  there  to  help  them  with 
their  term  papers,  history  papers  and  book  reports.  I 
believe  this  is  the  only  library  in  this  section  of  Worcester 
County  which  has  had  a  special  program  each  year  since 
Library  Week  was  instituted  in  1957. 

Again  the  High  School  Freshmen  made  illustrated  book 
reports  which  were  displayed  around  the  town.  Mr.  Ramey 
asked  Mrs.  Oilman,  who  is  on  the  library  book  committee, 
and  your  librarian  to  be  two  of  the  judges. 

The  State  Certificate  Reading  Program  was  held  again 
this  summer.  Twenty-four  children  completed  the  program 
and  received  certificates.  This  represented  a  total  of  175 
books  read,  an  average  of  7.4  books  per  child,  in  a  little 
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over  two  months.  Hoping  to  give  more  meaning  to  the 
awarding  of  certificates,  I  planned  a  short  evening  program 
at  the  close  of  summer,  inviting  the  parents  and  other 
interested  adults,  thinking  I'd  be  fortunate  if  three  or  four 
parents  appeared.  I  was  overjoyed  when  ninteen  adults  came 
fifteen  of  them  parents.  I'm  sure  the  children  were  proud 
to  have  them  there.  It  is  notable  that  two  Freshmen  boys 
entered  the  reading  project  and  received  certificates.  The 
certificates  were  presented  after  which  John  Rearick,  Jr. 
gave  a  short  book  report  on  the  book  PT  109.  Mr.  Charles 
Shepard  spoke  to  the  group  and  congratulated  the  young 
people  on  their  achievement.  Mrs.  Charles  Shepard  gave 
a  short  illustrated  talk  on  the  schools  and  children  she 
visited  in  Mexico.  My  thanks  to  all  who  cooperated  in 
this  program. 

Story  Hour  during  the  summer  was  again  successful 
but  there  is  still  room  for  many  more  children.  This  is 
the  first  time  a  teen-ager  has  told  stories.  Miss  Marian 
Zalis,  our  library  page,  tried  it  this  year.  I  thank  everyone 
who  gives  her  time  to  prepare  and  tell  stories. 

Book  Week  in  the  fall  is  an  annual  event.  New  books 
were  on  hand  and  a  display  of  book  jackets  was  placed 
in  the  Post  Office  window.  This  was  the  last  hbrary  ex- 
hibit held  in  the  old  Post  Office. 

United  Nations  Week  was  observed  by  a  display  of 
material  purchased  from  the  U.N.  Office.  Very  little  in- 
terest seems  to  be  shown  during  this  special  week. 

The  Lions  Club  project  for  1961  was  carried  over  into 
1962.  The  club  purchased  twenty-six  books  from  a  list 
I  submitted  to  help  bring  our  reference  room  up  to  higher 
level.  A  representative  of  the  Division  of  Library  Extension 
was  pleased  with  the  contents  of  the  reference  shelves. 
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One  evening  after  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Lions  Club 
the  members  visited  the  library  to  view  the  books  they 
had  given.  They  seemed  to  enjoy  their  visit,  the  first  for 
some  of  them.  This  year  the  club  also  appropriated  money 
to  help  the  nursing  profession.  A  two  year  subscription 
to  the  AMERICAN  JOURNAL  OF  NURSING  was  pur- 
chased and  also,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Fountain,  some  back 
issues.  The  Lions  Club  has  been  most  generous. 

Two  gifts  of  $25.00  each,  from  the  same  family,  were 
given  to  purchase  books  in  memory  of  Mr.  L.  Dwight 
Granger  and  Mr.  Alwyn  Benson.  Two  other  books  in  mem- 
ory of  Mr.  Granger  were  given  by  another  friend.  Mrs. 
Granger  gave  two  books  that  had  belonged  to  her  husband. 
About  forty  other  books  from  individuals  have  been  given. 
Thanks  again  to  the  Tuesday  Club  for  its  generous  money 
donation  with  which  we  buy  many  books. 

The  librarian  attended  the  fall  meeting  of  the  Bay 
Path  Library  Club  held  in  Princeton. 

Near  the  close  of  the  year  Miss  Alice  Cahill,  of  the 
Division  of  Library  Extension,  at  the  request  of  Mr. 
Shepard,  made  a  survey  of  our  rooms  and  equipment  sug- 
gesting improvements.  As  some  of  the  recommendations 
have  been  started  but  not  completed  I  will  mention  them 
in  next  year's  report.  I,  also,  will  report  on  the  Regional 
Library.  It  is  being  set  up  now  in  several  cities.  Until  the 
Worcester  Regional  is  ready  we  will  be  serviced  by  Fitch- 
burg  Regional.  We  can  hope  to  furnish  our  patrons  with 
films  and  probably  records  as  well  as  books. 

With  library  work  increasing  I  could  not  get  along 
without  some  extra  help  and  Marian  Zalis,  so  called  library 
page,  has  proved  to  be  more  of  an  assistant  librarian.  She 
is  willing  to  do  any  task  and  is  a  steady,  conscientious 
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worker.  I  have  been  fortunate  in  both  choices  of  pages. 
Miss  Sandra  Wirstrom,  now  in  her  second  year  at  Welles- 
ley  College,  was  the  first  page.

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First  Annual  Report  of 
Highway  Surveyor 


The  Highway  Surveyor  has  worked  closely  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  in  all  manners  pertaining  to  the  con- 
struction, repair  and  maintenance  of  all  public  works.  With 
the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  w^e  purchased 
two  new  Sistrom  snow  plows  and  one  International  pickup 
truck. 

The  Highway  Surveyor  of  course,  works  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  regarding  the  State 
aided  program  such  as  Chapter  81,  Chapter  90  Construction 
and  Chapter  90  Maintenance.  These  monies  are  granted 
to  the  Town  making  the  Board  of  Selectmen  responsible 
for  the  work  to  be  done.  A  resume  of  this  work  appears 
under  the  Selectmen's  report.  The  responsibility  of  the 
General  Highway  funds  and  the  Snow  and  Ice  Account 
come  under  the  Highway  Surveyor. 

The  General  funds  are  spent  on  the  various  opera- 
tions that  cannot  be  taken  care  of  under  the  State  aid 
funds.  The  sweeping  and  cleaning  of  the  streets,  the 
repair  and  maintenance  of  certain  streets,  sidewalks  and 
repair  of  sidewalks.  Also  sewage  lines,  small  bridges  and 
emergency  street  repair.  The  cost  of  cleaning  the  side- 
walks and  streets  of  the  accumulation  of  sand  and  refuse 
amounted  to  approximately  $2,000.  The  cost  of  the  power 
sweeper  hire  amounts  to  over  $1,000.  There  was  sidewalk 
construction  and  repair  at  Cheney  Brook  and  North  Street. 
These  with  miscellaneous  repairs  to  various  sidewalks 
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amounted  to  over  $1,000.  Bridge  repair  work  was  done  on 
the  O'Neil  Road  and  Gilbert  Road.  New  catch  basins  were 
installed  on  Main  Street  and  Southbridge  Street.  New  cul- 
vert pipes  were  installed  at  lower  Coy  Hill  Road,  Nelligan 
Terrace  was  extended  to  provide  access  to  a  new  home. 

There  was  a  spraying  of  the  roadsides  for  the  control 
of  brush  and  poison  ivy  which  we  introduced  three  years 
ago  and  it  has  shown  good  results.  We  intend  to  continue 
and  expand  this  especially  for  poison  ivy. 

A  large  portion  of  the  square  in  the  center  of  Town 
was  resurfaced  out  of  General  Funds. 

The  care  of  the  sanitary  sewers  that  exist  in  the  Town 
have  been  taken  care  of  by  this  fund.  The  present  sewer 
situation  is  a  particularly  bad  one  because  while  most  of 
it  is  more  or  less  private,  they  do  run  under  the  road  sur- 
faces and  have  become  our  responsibility.  It  is  not  a  good 
situation  because  of  the  lack  of  knowledge  as  to  just  where 
they  are  located.  We  do  know  that  many  dump  into  the 
culvert  carrying  the  brook  through  the  Town,  and  some 
directly  into  the  river. 

In  West  Warren  there  is  a  large  trunk  sewer  on  South 
Street  that  is  in  good  condition.  We  had  to  extend  the  end 
of  the  line  coming  through  the  Mill  yard  from  Pulaski 
Street,  because  of  the  Flood  Control  Project.  The  trunk  line 
on  Chapel  Street  has  been  a  source  of  considerable  trouble, 
coupled  with  the  fact  that  it  is  not  only  a  sanitary  sewer 
but  also  a  surface  drain  which  is  in  itself  improper.  This 
line  is  now  overloaded  carrying  much  more  than  it  was 
intended  to  when  built.  To  correct  these  conditions  is  al- 
most an  impossibility  and  the  answer  to  it  is  a  well  en- 
gineered sewerage  system  that  we  now  have  a  chance 
to  procure  with  the  assistance  of  the  Federal  Government. 
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The  vacation  pay  which  the  Town  voted  to  the  High- 
way employees  comes  from  this  fund  and  now  amounts  to 
over  $1,000  per  year. 

The  snow  and  ice  account  is  the  responsibihty  of  the 
Highway  Surveyor  and  has  become  one  of  the  major  serv- 
ices. The  increased  number  of  cars  and  the  fact  that  home 
owners  are  building  farther  from  the  center  of  Town,  plus 
the  fact  that  the  farmers  must  reach  Town  faster,  now 
means  that  the  plowing  has  increased,  and  the  roads  must 
be  plowed  twice  to  get  width.  Sanding  the  highways  and 
sidewalks  has  increased  greatly,  for  the  protection  of  all 
residents.  Now  we  must  sand  all  roads.  This  year  we  used 
120  tons  of  salt  and  2,500  cubic  yards  of  sand.  We  plow  and 
sand  69  miles  of  roads  and  streets,  plus  the  parking  lot  for 
the  East  School  at  the  Polish  American  Citizens'  Club,  and 
the  area  around  the  School.  We  also  sand  and  plow  for  all 
activities  including  basketball  games  in  the  evening.  We 
also  remove  snow  from  business  areas  in  both  Precincts  and 
around  churches  and  funeral  homes.  We  find  at  the  end  of 
this  year  the  Highway  equipment  is  in  good  condition.

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Report  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare 


The  newest  category  in  Public  Assistance  which  is 
Medical  Assistance  For  the  Aged  has  doubled  in  size  since 
last  year.  This  category  will  increase  rapidly  because  of 
the  great  need  of  Nursing  Homes  in  the  Chronic  Cases.  The 
State  Department  will  not  pay  any  hospital  bills  where  the 
patient's  stay  exceeds  30  days  unless  they  have  a  complete 
report  from  the  hospital  and  the  doctor.  In  many  cases  they 
have  refused  payment  saying  that  the  long  stay  was  not 
necessary  and  Nursing  Home  Care  was  sufficient. 

The  State  Hospitals  are  releasing  many  of  their  pa- 
tients into  Rest  Homes  and  Nursing  Homes  and  the  Wel- 
fare Offices  in  the  towns  of  last  residence  are  responsible 
for  these  patients  and  they  are  put  on  our  Public  Assistance 
Rolls  in  whatever  category  they  fall. 

The  ADC  program  has  received  much  publicity  during 
the  past  year  and  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  is  trying  to  modernize  this  program  to  keep  up 
with  the  times.  The  Welfare  Directors  and  Social  Workers 
are  now  attending  a  ten  week  course,  one  day  a  week  to 
see  if  a  new  type  of  rehabilitation  program  could  be  brought 
into  the  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  Assistance. 

The  Charlton  Home  Farms  have  been  sold  and  as  soon 
as  all  the  legal  technicalities  are  straightened  out  the  towns 
will  receive  their  share  according  to  amount  of  shares  they 
originally  purchased. 
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In  the  coming  year  we  expect  many  more  new  changes 
in  our  programs.  There  is  perhaps  a  higher  minimum  wage 
for  the  Director  and  also  for  the  Clerks  in  the  Public  As- 
sistance Fields.  There  is  now  a  bill  before  the  Director  of 
Civil  Service  asking  for  a  revaluation  of  the  salaries  and  in 
the  very  near  future  this  will  be  reviewed  by  the  new  Civil 
Service  Director,  Mr.  Ott.

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Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Members  of  the  Warren  School  Committee: 

I  herewith  submit  for  your  approval  the  fortieth  an- 
nual report  on  the  Warren  Public  Schools  and  my  twelfth 
report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  report  to  state  facts  as  they 
pertain  to  the  Warren  Public  Schools.  In  doing"  this,  it  is 
intended  that  the  reader  will  be  acquainted  with  what  is 
good  in  the  schools  as  well  as  with  what  needs  to  be  cor- 
rected. It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  town  to  provide  the 
high  quality  of  education  to  which  all  children  are  justly 
entitled.  The  schools  are  the  instruments  by  which  these 
educational  services  are  implemented.  This  report  also 
lists  statistical  data  and  other  vital  information  for  cur- 
rent and  future  reference. 

The  question  has  been  asked  and  answered  in  many 
different  ways  as  to  the  purpose  of  our  educational  system. 
We  have  many  objectives  for  our  educational  system  but 
in  brief  its  main  objective  is  to  democratically  promote, 
project  and  better  the  American  way  of  Hfe.  We  have 
known  since  the  days  of  the  Greek  philosophers  that  the 
effectiveness  of  a  democratic  society  depends  upon  an 
educated  citizenry.  The  reason  for  a  pupil's  learning  to 
read,  becoming  proficient  in  mathematics,  or  having  a  good 
knowledge  of  American  history,  is  to  help  him  understand 
and  discharge  his  responsibilities  to  the  community  as  a 
whole.  Education  is  for  American  citizenry. 
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We  currently  hear  a  great  deal  about  the  forces  of 
totalitarianism.  Every  school  boy  knows  something  about 
the  ideology  of  the  Communists'  fronts.  The  fact  cannot 
be  ignored  that  our  society  faces  the  most  severe  tests  of 
its  life.  It  should  also  be  realized  that  the  threats  of 
today  are  but  the  most  recent  phases  of  history  that  began 
with  the  death  struggle  of  Athens  and  Sparta.  Two  suc- 
cessive generations  have  shed  their  blood  in  three  wars. 
Our  democracy  started  in  turmoil  with  the  American 
Revolution.  We  have  been  involved  in  idealogical  competi- 
tion ever  since. 

If  the  challenges  of  the  present  and  future  are  to  be 
met  intelligently,  it  will  be  only  done  through  an  enlight- 
ened and  educated  citizenry. 

ELEMENTARY  EDUCATION 

The  Warren  schools  are  organized  on  a  primary,  ele- 
mentary, and  secondary  school  basis.  A  planned  curriculum 
is  taught  by  which  the  pupil  is  scientifically  prepared  for 
his  journey  through  the  grades.  The  primary  gi^ades 
(grades  1-3)  are  basically  a  reading  program  by  which  the 
printed  symbols  are  given  meaning  as  words.  In  the  en- 
suing grades,  4-5,  the  instruction  becomes  more  formal  in 
the  basic  areas  of  language  arts  (with  a  special  emphasis 
on  reading  and  English),  mathematics  (which  includes  the 
areas  of  fundamentals  and  problem  solving  and  an  intro- 
duction to  algebra  and  geometry  at  the  upper  level),  social 
studies  (which  includes  history  and  geography),  elemen- 
tary and  general  science,  and  art,  music,  and  physical  ed- 
ucation. 

To  be  successful  in  high  school  it  is  imperative  that 
a  student  to  do  well  in  the  basic  areas  of  elementary  edu- 
cation. It  is  especially  important  that  a  student  obtain  a 
good  foundation  in  reading  which  starts  in  grade  1. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL  EDUCATION 

The  high  school  offers  three  courses  in  grades  nine 
through  twelve.  These  courses  are  the  college  preparatory, 
commercial  and  general. 

The  college  preparatory  course  prepares  students  for 
college,  commercial  business  or  business  schools.  The  com- 
mercial course  prepares  students  for  business  schools  or 
positions  in  business  and  industry.  The  general  course  is 
generally  for  students  with  no  specific  objective  or  goal 
or  for  students  who  terminate  their  education  at  the  end  of 
grade  12.  Most  students  enrolled  in  the  general  course 
would  do  better  to  enter  a  trade  high  school. 

EDUCATION  BEYOND  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Although  it  was  never  intended  that  all  students  obtain 
a  college  education,  it  is  recommended  that  a  student  re- 
ceive specialized  training  in  some  field.  The  demand  for 
trained  and  skilled  workers  will  increase  during  the  ensuing 
decades.  Even  the  few  jobs  that  are  now  available  for  the 
unskilled  worker  will  not  be  available  in  the  years  to  come. 

The  students  who  have  the  mental  capacity  to  pursue 
their  education  beyond  high  school,  whether  it  be  in  col- 
leges, schools  of  nursing,  business  schools,  trade  schools, 
or  other  schools  of  their  choice,  should  exert  every  possible 
effort  to  further  their  education.  The  personal  and  financial 
rewards  of  a  good  education  should  be  the  objective  of 
every  student. 

Parents  and  students  should  confer  with  the  principal 
in  selecting  their  high  school  course  of  study  and  in  pre- 
paring their  applications  for  schools  and  colleges  beyond 
high  school.  Admission  to  schools  and  colleges  should  be 
made  at  an  early  date.  Also  applications  should  be  made  to 
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more  than  one  school  in  case  the  student  is  not  accepted 
at  the  schools  of  his  first  choice. 

TRADE  SCHOOL 

Students  and  parents  should  acquaint  themselves  with 
the  educational  opportunities  offered  at  the  Worcester  and 
Springfield  Trade  High  Schools.  It  never  was  intended 
that  all  students  attend  an  academic  high  school  nor  that 
they  prepare  for  college.  The  opportunities  offered  in  the 
trades  such  as  auto  mechanics,  machine  shop  practice, 
electrical  shop  practice,  practical  nursing,  cooking  and  sew- 
ing are  but  a  few  of  the  courses  offered  at  these  schools. 

During  1962  sixteen  students  attended  trade  school 
day  classes  and  forty  persons  attended  evening  classes. 
Enrollments  in  trade  schools  have  increased  yearly. 

SCHOOL  AND  STAFF 

Warren  has  many  fine  features  in  its  school  system. 
The  texts  and  equipment  in  the  elementary  schools  are 
good.  The  texts  and  equipment  in  the  high  school  are 
good  within  limitations  such  as  the  commercial  rooms, 
mechanical  drawing  and  the  library.  The  science  equip- 
ment is  good  except  that  general  science,  chemistry,  and 
physics  are  conducted  in  one  classroom. 

The  teaching  staff  is  doing  a  good  job.  The  building 
has  been  painted.  Improvements  are  being  made  constantly 
with  an  elementary  and  secondary  school  in  the  same 
building.  A  lunch  room  program  has  been  worked  out 
with  practically  no  lunch  room  facilities  in  the  school.  A 
member  of  the  evaluating  committee  stated  that  she  would 
not  have  believed  certain  things  in  the  school  possible  if 
she  had  not  seen  them.  Full  use  of  the  school  plants  are 
being  made  with  many  factors  being  improvised. 
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SCHOOL  NEEDS  AND  RELATED  INFORMATION 

1.    A  COMPREHENSIVE  SCHOOL  IS  A  STUDENT 
CENTERED  SCHOOL 

Warren  high  school  students  should  be  enrolled  in  a 
comprehensive  academic  school  with  an  enrollment  of  500 
students  in  order  that  a  varied  and  specialized  curriculum 
might  be  offered.  Small  high  schools,  such  as  Warren, 
cannot  offer  comprehensive  programs  in  English,  mathe- 
matics, social  studies,  languages,  commercial  subjects,  and 
other  areas  due  to  their  limited  physical  plant,  equipment 
program  limitations  and  the  lack  of  specialized  professional 
staff.  Students  cannot  be  organized  according  to  their 
abilities  when  enrollments  are  limited. 

It  is  unsound  financially  to  support  an  inadequate 
small  school  if  the  physical  plant  and  equipment  are  to 
be  on  par  with  a  comprehensive  high  school  of  500  students 
or  more. 

A  small  school  does  not  warrant  the  science  laboratory 
facilities,  the  business  machine  room,  the  language  labora- 
tory room  nor  the  organization  for  student  ability  grouping 
in  English  or  the  other  academic  subjects. 

The  average  cost  for  operating  a  four-year  regional 
high  school  in  Massachusetts  was  $507.81.  Warren's  high 
school  cost  was  $499.15  per  pupil.  For  a  difference  of 
$13,66  the  high  school  students  of  V/arren  would  have  an 
opportunity  to  enroll  in  a  comprehensive  high  school.  Of 
the  38  regional  schools  in  the  state  the  per  pupil  cost  of 
eleven  of  the  schools  is  less  than  Warren's  high  school  per 
pupil  cost. 

Dr.  James  B.  Conant,  former  president  of  Harvard 
University  answers  the  following  questions  —  What  dif- 
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ference  does  the  size  of  a  high  school  make?  'The  preva- 
lence of  high  schools  with  graduating  classes  of  less  than 
one  hundred  students  constitutes  one  of  the  serious  ob- 
stacles to  good  secondary  education  throughout  most  of 
the  United  States.  I  believe  such  schools  are  not  in  a 
position  to  provide  a  satisfactory  education  for  any  group 
of  their  students  —  the  academically  talented,  the  voca- 
tionally oriented,  or  the  slow  reader.  The  instructional  pro- 
gram is  neither  sufficiently  broad  or  sufficiently  challeng- 
ing." 

Students  educated  under  limited  facilities  and  cur- 
ricula do  not  have  the  same  opportunity  to  develop  their 
abilities  and  talents  as  do  students  who  attend  schools 
with  adequate  facilities  and  curricula.  With  competition 
becoming  keener  every  day,  regardless  of  the  field,  children 
who  have  access  to  a  comprehensive  education  have  the 
edge  over  children  in  small,  limited  program  high  schools. 

Certain  people  have  the  erroneous  idea  that  if  you  can 
house  children  your  school  plant  is  adequate.  A  school 
plant  is  engineered  to  do  a  specific  job  just  as  business  and 
industry  are  engineered  for  a  particular  service  or  prod- 
uct. Warren  high  school  as  an  educational  plant  has  been 
obsolete  for  years. 

2.    COMPREHENSIVE  HIGH  SCHOOLS  HAVE 
GREATER  MOTIVATION  FACTORS 

Motivation  is  the  wellspring  of  human  accomplishment. 
It  is  important  that  a  broad  curriculum,  modern  equip- 
ment and  adequate  physical  facilities  be  present  in  an 
educational  institution  in  order  that  the  wide  range  of 
student  abilities  and  aspirations  be  adequately  motivated. 
At  the  present  four  out  of  the  ten  pupils  in  grade  five 
of  the  nation's  schools  will  never  finish  school.  School  drop- 
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outs  are  a  serious  problem.  Motivation  is  a  part  in  lessen- 
ing this  problem. 

More  students  drop  out  of  high  schools  and  colleges 
for  lack  of  motivation,  than  for  any  other  reason.  A  prod- 
uct has  to  be  sold  whether  it  is  education  or  an  insurance 
policy.  A  person  buys  something,  education  or  otherwise, 
because  he  anticipates  future  pleasure  and  satisfaction. 
If  a  person  can  imagine  pleasure  and  satisfaction  in  ac- 
complishing an  educational  goal,  he  will  be  stirred  to 
positive  actions  and  greater  attainment.  Comprehensive 
high  schools  offer  greater  motivation. 

3.    SCHOOL  LIBRARY 

A  school  library  is  an  important  part  of  the  school 
curriculum.  Library  education  is  taught  in  high  schools 
as  well  as  in  many  elementary  schools.  Acquiring  the 
library  habit  and  the  love  of  books  at  an  early  age  is  one 
of  the  greatest  achievements  of  mankind.  Children  who 
read  more  achieve  more. 

The  case  for  reading  can  be  summed  up  in  nonpartisan 
joint  statement  made  by  two  former  presidents,  Herbert 
Hoover  and  Harry  S.  Truman.  "Men  die;  devices  change; 
success  and  fame  run  their  course.  But  within  the  walls 
of  even  the  smallest  library  in  our  land  lie  the  treasures, 
the  wisdom  and  the  wonder  of  man's  greatest  adventures 
on  this  earth." 

The  famous  American  editor  H.  L.  Menken  once  said: 
"In  three  weeks  you  can  be  the  second  best  authority  on  any 
subject  in  the  world  —  given  access  to  a  decent  library 
with  a  good  librarian." 

Bright  young  minds  are  eager  to  know  not  just  a2  -I- 
b2  =r=:  c2  and  "amo,  amas,  amat,"  but  why  and  how. 
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The  present  library  in  the  Warren  High  School  which 
was  created  by  cutting  a  room  in  half  and  hence  was,  at 
its  best,  inadequate  is  now  used  as  a  classroom  and  study 
hall  for  seven  of  the  eight  periods  and  therefore  cannot 
be  considered  either  a  library  or  reference  room,  inasmuch 
as  it  can  only  be  staffed  before  school  or  during  activities 
period. 

In  a  comprehensive  high  school  a  student  would  have 
more  access  to  a  larger,  better  stocked,  reading  reference 
and  research  room. 

4.  REIMBURSEMENTS  ARE  GREATER 

The  reimbursements  as  to  towns  is  considerably  more 
in  regional  schools. 

a)  The  state  pays  100%  of  the  cost  for  planning 
regional  schools.  Nothing  is  paid  for  separate 
school  planning. 

b)  The  towns  receive  greater  aid  in  construction 
costs.  Percentages  run  15  to  20%  higher. 

c)  Reimbursements  under  Chapter  70  is  increased 
by  15%.  This  is  the  bulk  of  all  school  reimburse- 
ment. 

d)  All  transportation  costs  are  paid. 

At  the  present  there  are  38  regional  schools  operated 
by  the  106  towns  in  Massachusetts.  Small  high  schools  are 
rapidly  becoming  a  thing  of  the  past. 

5.  CROWDED  CONDITIONS  IN  1963 

Warren  has  a  graduating  class  of  34  students  and  60 
students  entering  the  Freshman  class.  The  high  school 
facilities  will  be  crowded  in  1963. 
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6.  SEPARATION  OF  ELEMENTARY  AND  HIGH 

SCHOOL 

Another  educational  need  in  Warren  is  for  adequate 
elementary  facilities  and  the  elimination  of  double  grades 
in  West  Warren.  With  minor  renovations  the  East  School 
could  be  made  into  a  satisfactory  elementary  school.  The 
West  school  which  is  expensive  to  operate,  should  be  closed. 

The  present  8th  grade  at  the  East  school,  which  has 
over  40  pupils,  is  too  crowded  as  a  classroom.  Grade  1,  at 
the  East  school  has  had  new  enrollments  during  the  school 
year. 

A  definite  high  school  need  in  Warren  is  to  separate 
the  elementary  and  high  school.  Socially,  psychologically, 
emotionally,  and  academically  an  elementary  and  secondary 
school  should  not  be  together.  Inter-school  problems  are 
daily  occurrences  when  elementary  and  secondary  students 
are  housed  under  the  same  roof. 

7.  CHILDREN  ARE  THE  LOSERS 

It  is  unfortunate  that,  while  Warren  has  many  edu- 
cational needs  and  so  far  has  done  nothing,  the  losers 
are  the  little  girls  in  a  crowded  grade  1  classroom,  a  boy 
in  a  class  of  over  40  in  grade  8,  or  a  high  school  senior 
who  might  have  been  admitted  to  college. 

CIVIL  DEFENSE 

With  reference  to  a  nuclear  attack,  if  there  is  time,  all 
children  will  be  sent  home  as  quickly  as  possible.  If  the 
time  factor  is  inadequate  at  school  it  will  be  inadequate 
everywhere  else. 

The  school  is  not  designed  as  a  fall-out  shelter,  and 
we  realize  that  parents  would  want  their  children  at  home 
in  case  of  a  national  emergency. 
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DRIVER  EDUCATION 

Driver  education  has  increased  in  popularity  since  its 
start  in  April  of  1952.  During  the  year  1962,  51  students 
received  licenses  under  driver  education.  With  the  increased 
slaughter  on  our  highways  driver  education  is  one  of  the 
positive  measures  in  curbing  highway  accidents.  Over 
40,000  persons  were  killed  on  our  highways  in  1962.  The 
teaching  of  courtesy,  attitudes  and  skills  as  related  to  good 
driving  is  an  integral  part  of  driver  education.  The  pro- 
gram is  divided  into  two  parts  —  textbook  and  behind- 
the-wheel  instruction.  The  text,  "Man  and  the  Motor  Car," 
stresses  how  to  handle  dangerous  highway  situations  such 
as  (1)  brake  pedal  loss,  (2)  ignition  loss,  (3)  a  soft  tire, 
(4)  inspection  or  service  of  a  vehicle  on  a  busy  highway. 
It  is  important  to  know  what  to  do  in  a  dangerous  highv/ay 
situation  and  how  to  take  positive  action. 

The  behind-the- wheel  instruction  teaches  driving  skills, 
attitudes  and  courtesy.  Correct  and  adequate  instruction  in 
the  manipulation  of  a  vehicle  is  important  in  its  operation 
and  safety. 

In  automotive  insurance  alone  the  cost  per  year  for 
students  or  families  where  students  ages  16  to  25  is  $16.50 
above  the  regular  premium.  Warren  is  the  lowest  in  the 
state  in  this  respect.  The  o'her  communities  in  the  state 
are  considerably  higher. 

Students  who  satisfactorily  complete  the  driver  edu- 
cation program  are  not  required  to  pay  this  extra  premium. 
With  51  students  completing  this  program  over  a  period 
of  9  years  a  saving  of  $16.50  per  policy  is  saved  each  year. 
This  would  represent  a  saving  of  $7,573.50  in  insurance 
premiums  over  a  9  year  period. 
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The  Warren  Public  Schools  are  very  grateful  to  the 
Valley  Motor  Sales  of  Ware  for  the  free  new  automobiles 
they  have  loaned  yearly  for  driver  education. 

MAINTENANCE,  REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

A  program  of  maintenance,  repairs  and  general  school 
improvements  is  part  of  the  regular  school  program.  It  is 
necessary  that  a  planned  projected  program  be  fulfilled 
if  a  public  building  is  to  be  kept  in  good  and  safe  condition. 
Too  often  public  buildings  are  neglected  which  results  in 
costly  major  repairs  at  a  later  date. 

During  the  year  1962  the  following  was  done: 

EAST  SCHOOL 

1.  The  school  gymnasium  was  completely  renovated. 
A  new  basketball  score  board  was  installed. 

2.  Seven  rooms  were  painted. 

3.  Two  classroom  floors  were  sanded  and  sealed. 

4.  Storage  areas  were  built  in  the  art  and  music 
rooms. 

5.  Book  storage  areas  were  built  in  one  classroom. 

6.  A  new  dry  well  and  incinerator  were  built. 

7.  One  classroom  of  movable  furniture  was  obtained 
for  grade  six. 

8.  Blacktop  was  laid  in  the  front  school  area. 

9.  A  new  furnace  flue  was  installed  in  number  two 
furnace. 

10.    General  plumbing,  heating,  electrical  and  carpentry 
repairs  were  completed. 
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WEST  SCHOOL 

1.  The  hallways,  cafeteria,  cafeteria  furniture,  base- 

ment rooms,  canopies,  front  entrance,  ceilings, 
floors  in  teachers'  rooms,  stairways,  playground 
equipment,  window  frames,  and  other  areas  were 
painted. 

2.  The  desks  in  the  classrooms  were  varnished. 

3.  The  vacuum  pump  and  motor  on  the  furnace  was 
repaired. 

4.  The  main  water  pipe  and  valves  were  replaced. 

5.  Doors  on  the  coal  bin  were  replaced. 

6.  The  outside  ventilation  covers  on  the  unit  venti- 
lators were  replaced. 

7.  General  carpentry,  heating,  and  electrical  repairs 
were  completed. 

SCHOOL  LUNCH  AND  MILK  PROGRAM 

During  the  calendar  year  1962,  40,324  hot  lunches 
and  69,921  half-pints  of  milk  were  served  to  the  children  at 
the  East  elementary  and  high  schools.  In  West  Warren 
26,797  hot  lunches  and  44,340  half-pints  of  milk  were 
served  to  the  children  at  the  West  and  St.  Thomas  paro- 
chial schools.  A  total  of  67,121  hot  lunches  and  114.261 
half-pints  of  milk  were  served  to  the  Warren  and  West 
Warren  school  children.  The  school  lunch  program  is  big 
business. 

These  programs  are  conducted  under  the  able  super- 
vision of  the  two  cafeteria  managers,  Mrs.  Florence  Guerin 
and  Mrs.  Helen  Stedt.  School  lunches  are  an  integral  part 
of  a  school  program. 

Adequate  nutrition  has  long  been  recognized  as  an 
important  factor  in  the  learning  process.  The  school  lunch 
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program  is  sustained  financially  by  the  school,  no  town 
money  is  appropriated. 

EDUCATIONAL  COSTS 

Educational  costs  have  increased  yearly  along  with 
increases  in  all  other  aspects  of  our  economy.  Normal 
inflationary  costs  have  increased  school  budgets  3%  per 
annum.  Warren's  budget  increased  5.5%  from  1962  to  1963. 

The  school  budget  is  rated  as  a  gross  figure  but  the 
actual  cost  to  the  town  is  based  on  a  net  figure.  The  gross 
expenditures  in  1962  were  $204,511.76  for  the  general  school 
budget  and  $7,007.95  for  trade  school  tuition  and  trans- 
portation, whereas  the  net  or  actual  amount  spent  for  the 
schools  was  $160,640.75. 

The  following  monies  were  received  by  the  town  treas- 
urer from  the  state  as  was  the  unexpended  balances  from 
the  1962  school  budget.  These  monies  are: 

General  School  Fund  $29,406.85 

Union  Superintendent's  Salary  2,352.00 

All  School  Transportation  16,670.90 

$48,429.75 

Tuition  of  Pupils  to  Vocational  Schools  1,787.17

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Changes  in  education  are  necessary  and  unavoidable, 
but  it  should  be  recognized  in  accepting  change  that  it  is 
more  important  that  these  changes  be  guided  and  projected 
into  the  correct  areas  of  learning.  The  battle  between  the 
totalitarians  and  free  worlds  will  be  won  in  the  market 
places  and  the  school  classrooms,  not  on  the  battle  field. 
The  schools  are  committed  to  excellence  at  all  levels.  We 
have  no  choice.  Education  is  our  ultimate  weapon. 

As  stated  by  President  Kennedy,  "Our  progress  as  a 
nation  can  be  no  swifter  than  our  progress  in  education. 
Our  requirements  for  world  leadership,  our  hopes  for  eco- 
nomic growth,  and  the  demands  of  citizenship  itself  in  an 
era  such  as  this  all  require  the  maximum  development  of 
every  young  American's  capacity." 

A  school  properly  staffed  with  good  equipment  and 
adequate  facilities  has  an  unlimited  curriculum  of  achieve- 
ment. Education  is  a  concerted  action  of  the  home,  church, 
and  community  as  well  as  the  school. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
School  Committee  for  its  guidance  and  understanding  and 
to  the  members  of  the  school  staff  for  their  cooperation  and 
loyalty.  The  school  is  also  grateful  to  the  town  officials 
for  their  assistance  and  cooperation.

Dear  Mr.  Rose: 

This  is  my  fourth  annual  report  as  principal  of  Warren 
High  School. 

The  stability  we  have  had  in  our  teaching  staff  this 
past  year  is  commendable.  Credit  for  this  goes  to  you  and 
the  members  of  the  Warren  School  Committee  for  your 
far-sightedness  in  adjusting  in  the  teacher  salary  schedule 
and  in  creating  a  pleasant  teaching-learning  situation. 

Unquestionably  we  lost  two  first-year  teachers.  How- 
ever, the  teacher  replacements  were  excellent.  Mr.  Joseph 
Cavagnaro,  our  new  Commercial  teacher,  joined  the  staff 
with  one  year  of  experience  at  Holyoke  High  School.  Mr. 
Cavagnaro  is  an  American  International  College  graduate 
with  a  B.S.  degree  in  Business  Administration.  Mr.  George 
Beram,  our  new  Mathematics  teacher,  is  a  recent  graduate 
of  the  University  of  Massachusetts.  He  holds  a  B.S.  degree 
in  Mathematics. 

Confusion  between  the  home  and  school  generally 
exists  because  parents  are  misinformed  of  the  policies 
and  practices  of  the  school  through  their  children  or  by 
rumor  which  may  be  true  or  false.  A  parent  who  has  any 
question  pertaining  to  a  policy  or  a  practice  of  Warren  High 
School  should  phone  the  school  and  consult  me.  I  hope 
that  any  parent  realizes  that  the  doors  to  Warren  High 
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School  are  always  open  to  him  and  that  parents  are  in  est 
welcome  to  visit  the  school  at  any  time  and  to  attend  any 
class.  We  are  in  the  process  of  compiling  and  setting  down 
uniform  policies  and  practices  which  information  will  be 
disseminated  to  parents  and  students  in  the  near  future. 

Warren  High  School  has  produced  graduates  who 
have  been  able  to  take  their  rightful  places  in  society 
and  your  school  will  continue  to  do  so.  Warren  High  School 
educates  your  children  well  but  not  completely.  We  have 
truly  reached  a  most  serious  and  critical  educational  period 
in  the  Town  of  Warren. 

The  Massachusetts  Standing  Committee  of  the  New 
England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools, 
which  is  presently  viewing  our  two-year  progress  report, 
will  officially  inform  us  later  in  the  school  year  of  our 
status  of  continued  accreditation  and  membership  in  the 
Association.  The  one  single  factor  that  has  impressed  the 
Director  of  the  Evaluation  Program  for  the  Association 
is  the  report  of  the  Warren  School  Building  Needs  Com- 
mittee, which  stresses  the  need  for  additional  or  new 
secondary  school  facilities.  This  is  our  only  serious  educa- 
tion problem.  Our  professional  educators  cannot  solve  it. 
It  can  be  solved  only  by  our  townspeople. 

Educationally  speaking  what  was  good  enough  for  us 
is  not  good  enough  for  our  children.  Many  of  our  age  were 
able  to  secure  jobs  with  few  skills  and  little  knowledge 
and  colleges  were  out  seeking  pupils.  This  is  not  the 
case  today  —  industry  wants  only  skilled  workers ;  colleges 
want  only  the  best  prepared.  As  automation  gallops  closer 
only  the  very  skilled  or  completely  educated  will  be  able  to 
secure  suitable  employment.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  submit  their  an- 
nual report  for  the  year  1962. 

On  April  17th  after  many  unforeseen  delays  (non- 
arrival  of  materials,  more  steel  requirements,  weather,  etc.) 
the  South  Street  Bridge  was  finally  opened  to  traffic.  We 
express  once  again  our  regret  for  the  inconvenience  caused 
the  public  and  at  the  same  time  we  thank  our  Road  Super- 
intendent for  a  job  well  done  in  keeping  the  detours  in 
shape. 

West  Warren  Local  Protection,  Connecticut  Flood 
Control  Assurances  were  signed  by  the  Town  and  accepted 
by  the  United  States  Government  in  1961.  In  1962  all 
temporary  easements  were  drawn  up  by  Town  Counsel 
and  signed  by  all  concerned  (permanent  easements  to  fol- 
low). On  July  20  the  contract  was  awarded  to  Salah  & 
Pecci  Co.,  West  Roxbury,  Mass.  Work  on  the  project  got 
under  way  in  August.  In  October  the  South  Street  Bridge 
was  again  closed  for  the  purpose  of  putting  in  new  foot- 
ings, cost  being  paid  for  by  Federal  Funds.  Bridge  was 
re-opened  in  December.  Much  work  has  already  been  ac- 
complished on  the  banks  and  channel  of  the  river,  such 
as  deepening,  widening,  rock-rip-rapping,  and  on  inside 
work,  strengthening  a  length  of  factory  wall.  Much  remains 
to  be  done  but  with  circumstances  as  favorable  in  the  future 
as  they  have  been  in  the  past,  completion  date  should 
be  sometime  in  late  Spring  1963. 

Chapter  90  Southbridge  Road.  That  section  of  road 
under  construction  as  of  our  last  annual  report  has  now^ 
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been  completed.  A  new  section,  under  construction  has  a 
completion  date  of  early  1963.  At  this  time  we  are  plan- 
ning our  1963  appropriations  of  Chapter  90  money  to  be 
used  for  further  construction  of  the  above  road,  and  we 
know  that  with  the  cooperation  of  the  voters  this  project 
will  be  continued  on  to  its  completion. 

In  September  a  letter  was  received  from  Senator  Paul 
A.  Benoit  stating  the  Town  was  eligible  for  the  sum  of 
$10,339.06  under  Chapter  782  —  Acts  of  1962,  Sec.  4, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sec.  1,  made  available  by  the 
General  Court  from  proceeds  of  a  loan,  said  money  to  be 
used  for  highway  projects.  We  have  forwarded  to  the 
Dept.  of  Public  Works  applications  for  approval  of  work 
to  be  done  on  Keyes  and  Bemis  Roads,  and  also  on  Reed 
Street. 

Main  Street,  Warren  and  a  portion  of  the  Brimfield 
Road  were  re-surfaced  under  authorization  of  the  Dept.  of 
Public  Works. 

New  street  lights  were  installed  on  Crouch  Road  and 
Bacon  Street.  The  lumen  on  two  poles  West  Main  Street, 
Warren,  was  increased  from  2500  to  3500,  thereby  com- 
pleting lighting  for  the  entire  Main  Street  area. 

Repairs  and  improvements  made  in  the  Town  Hall  this 
past  year  include  new  ceiling  in  Civilian  Defense  Quarters, 
new  ceiling  and  walls  in  upstairs  men's  room,  ceiling  repairs 
Memorial  Hall.  New  faucets  installed  in  Town  Hall  kitchen 
and  downstairs  men's  room.  Fire  escape  scraped  and  painted. 
Old  type  fluorescent  bulbs  replaced  with  new  type  in  Town 
offices  and  Memorial  Hall,  result  a  definite  improvement  in 
lighting  facilities.  The  crystal  ball,  more  or  less  a  contro- 
versial piece  for  some  time,  was  purchased  and  is  now 
a  permanent  Town  Hall  fixture. 
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Corrective  action  on  Town  Hall  electrical  wiring  was 
started  and  we  report  progress  to  date.  Now  200  ampere 
electric  service  installed,  eliminating  overloaded  old  service. 
New  power  line  run  to  stage  area  in  Main  Hall,  and  new 
panel  installed  in  this  area  to  eliminate  overloading  line. 
New  conduit  line  run  to  office  area  in  preparation  for 
eliminating  outmoded  present  fuse  cutout  panel.  All  emer- 
gency lighting  repaired  and  put  in  operating  condition. 
An  article  will  be  inserted  in  the  Annual  Warrant  for 
an  appropriation  to  complete  above  corrective  action. 

Roof  gutters  and  leaders  on  the  Town  Hall  are  in 
particularly  poor  condition.  The  last  repairs  were  made 
in  1938.  Estimates  received  on  the  cost  of  repairs  were 
high.  An  article  will  be  inserted  in  the  Annual  Warrant 
for  an  appropriation  to  start  corrective  action  on  this 
situation,  and  it  is  hoped  that  with  the  approval  of  the 
voters  such  action  may  be  started  in  1963  with  a  com- 
pletion date  1964. 

The  Honor  rolls.  Warren  and  West  Warren  have  been 
repaired.  Considerable  carpentry  work  and  repainting  were 
required. 

In  September  Civil  Defense  Director  Arthur  Wilmot 
presented  to  this  Board  a  completed  Operations  Plan  for 
approval  by  both  Town  and  State  Agencies  concerned. 
Approval,  which  was  given,  now  entitles  the  Town  of 
Warren  to  matching  funds. 

In  April  a  Planning  Board  was  appointed.  A  report 
of  their  accomplishments  will  be  given  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting. 

In  late  October  the  Board  attended  a  meeting  in 
Springfield  regarding  Federal  Grants  under  the  Public 
Works  Acceleration  Act  (P.L.  87-658).  On  November  5th, 
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Mr.  George  H.  McDonnell,  Chief  Eng.  Tighe  &  Bond,  Inc., 
Consulting  Engineers,  Holyoke,  Mass.,  attended  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Board  of  Health, 
to  go  over  a  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Treatment  Plan,  sub- 
mitted by  the  Town  to  the  Dept.  of  Public  Health  in 
1949  (drawn  up  by  Tighe  &  Bond  Inc.)  to  see  whether 
this  plan,  with  revisions,  might  be  used  in  applying  for 
a  grant  under  the  above  Act.  With  the  approval  of  such 
an  application  the  Town  would  become  eligible  for  fifty 
percent  of  the  cost  of  the  project.  To  by-pass  such  a  golden 
opportunity  seemed  unwise.  As  a  result,  we  filed  an  appli- 
cation with  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  for 
a  grant  under  the  Public  Works  Acceleration  Act  (P.L. 
87-658)  for  the  construction  of  a  sanitary  sewage  collec- 
tion to  serve  Warren  and  West  Warren.  Our  proposed  plan 
of  sewerage  and  sewage  treatment  is  in  accordance  with 
the  Massachusetts  Water  Polution  Control  Plan.  Improperly 
treated  sewage  from  private  and  public  drains  is  discharged 
into  the  Quaboag  River.  There  is  no  public  sanitary  sewer- 
age system  in  Warren  and  there  is  a  need  of  an  adequate 
system  of  sanitary  sewers  and  sewage  treatment  facilities 
to  properly  collect  and  treat  the  sewage  prior  to  discharge 
to  the  Quaboag  River.  Quote  from  a  letter  received  Dec.  7, 
1962  from  the  Department  of  Public  Health:  'The  Depart- 
ment is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Town  of  Warren  is  in  need 
of  public  sanitary  sewerage  system  and  sewage  treatment 
facilities  and  hereby  endorses  your  application  to  the 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  for  a  grant  for  the 
construction  of  a  system  of  sanitary  sewers."  Whether 
or  not  this  project  becomes  a  reality  now  depends  on  the 
voters.  It  deserves  much  consideration. 

For  some  time  the  Board  of  Selectmen  have  been  faced 
with  the  problem  of  burnt  out  and  dilapidated  buildings. 
The  appeal  to  individuals  concerned  has  brought  little  or 
no  results.  As  of  now  we  plan  to  insert  an  article  in  the 
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Annual  Warrant  for  the  approval  of  the  voters  to  give  the 
Town  more  authority  regarding  such  eyesores. 

Due  to  diligent  efforts  on  the  part  of  Selectman  Frank 
P.  Misiaszek,  a  new  flag  and  stand  were  purchased  for 
the  Selectmen's  Office. 

The  manger  scene  and  Christmas  tree  lighting  in  the 
park  were  an  added  enjoyment  through  the  holiday  season. 
Even  the  Old  Town  Hall  put  on  an  extra  bit  of  glow.  Many 
thanks  to  all  who  took  part  in  making  it  a  happier,  brighter 
Christmas. 

Attorney  Charles  H.  Meloche,  Jr.,  was  appointed  as 
Town  Counsel  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  untimely 
death  of  Town  Counsel  Ralph  W.  Igoe. 

We  deeply  regret  the  death  of  L.  Dwight  Granger, 
member  of  the  Board  of  Assessors.  Mr.  Granger  served 
the  Town  of  Warren  faithfully  and  diligently  throughout 
his  terms  of  office. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  and  appreciation  at  this 
time  to  the  townspeople  for  their  cooperation,  and  to  the 
Town  Departments  for  assistance  given  us  during  the  year.

SCHOOL  NURSE  REPORT 

All  school  children  in  Warren  and  West  Warren  were 
given  an  opportunity  to  receive  the  Sabin  Oral  Polio 
Vaccine  in  the  past  year.  All,  with  the  exception  of  one 
child  took  advantage  of  this  opportunity.  The  vaccine  was 
also  made  available  to  pre-school  age  youngsters  as  well  as 
adults  who  received  the  doses  at  special  clinics. 

Warren  had  the  envious  record  of  having  its  children 
up  to  18  years  old  receive  doses  one  and  three  last  year 
when  most  towns  offered  the  vaccine  only  to  a  small  group. 
For  this  we  are  most  grateful  to  Mr.  Milton  0.  Fountain, 
chairman  of  the  Warren  Board  of  Health  for  his  efforts  in 
obtaining  the  vaccine  for  us.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee,  it  Vvvas  decided 
to  return  the  $1,000  appropriated  for  a  new  Town  Dump 
to  the  Town.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  through  their  Department  of  PubKc  Health, 
altered  a  decision  which  was  advantageous  to  the  Town  of 
Warren.  This  refers  to  our  recently  submitted  dump  site 
which  was  first  approved  by  the  state  engineer  and  then 
later  disapproved.  The  Furgal  site  was  ideal.  Located  in 
a  natural  hollow,  access  to  Warren  and  West  Warren, 
hidden  from  view  of  the  highway  and  any  home,  close 
enough  to  the  highway  for  easy  access,  surrounded  by  sand 
and  gravel  so  that  it  could  be  a  gravel  filled  and  covered 
dump  which  would  eliminate  burning,  rats  and  other  rodents 
and  could  have  a  future  of  30  to  40  years,  possibly  more. 
This  new  location  would  have  saved  the  Town  of  Warren 
$365  for  rent,  $120  for  pest  control  service  and  $1500  for 
a  dump-keeper  and  upkeep  per  year.  A  total  of  $1,985  per 
year  saving  to  the  Town  certainly  should  have  been  seri- 
ously considered.  With  no  ill  effects  or  inconvenience  we 
would  have  had  an  ideal  location. 

For  20  years  your  Board  of  Health  has  tried  to  install 
a  needed  sewage  system  and  has  not  been  able  to  convince 
the  people  of  its  necessity.  If  Warren  is  to  match  the 
growth  so  prevalent  in  our  neighboring  towns  it  will  be 
necessary  to  install  a  sewage  system.  We  have  been  instru- 
mental again  in  attempting  to  have  such  a  system  installed. 
Being  the  only  Town  in  Worcester  County  to  have  offered 
to  us,  one-half  of  the  cost  of  such  a  system  by  the  U.S. 
Government,  and  if  approved,  we  should  welcome  the 
donation  with  open  arms. 

We  have  had  another  outstanding  year  with  respect 
to  our  Public  Health  program.  Every  advantage  has  been 
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taken  to  provide  immunization  such  as  polio,  influenza, 
diphtheria,  etc.  This  Board  hopes  to  continue  to  function 
in  this  manner.

(1)  New  roof  on  north  side  of  barn. 

(2)  Entire  barn  scraped  and  painted.

(4)  A  new  well  was  driven  at  East  end  of  well  field. 

The  water  is  of  excellent  quality.  The  quantity,  however, 
leaves  much  to  be  desired,  as  the  gravel  is  too  fine  to 
produce  large  quantities  of  water  at  this  location.  Another 
well  may  have  to  be  driven  at  a  different  location  to  meet 
our  rising  demands  for  water. 

We  had  a  serious  fire  upon  our  water  shed  which  de- 
stroyed 95%  of  the  pine  trees  which  the  District  planted 
7  years  ago.  Careless  smoking  on  the  part  of  some  person 
was  the  cause  of  this  fire.  We  hope  to  replant  part  of  it 
this  year  with  aid  from  the  State  Forestry  Service  which 
will  supply  trees  at  a  nominal  cost.

ANNUAL  MEETING  —  MARCH  9,  1962

Six  qualified  voters  were  present.  The  meeting  was  called 
to  order  by  Frederick  J.  Bell,  clerk,  who  read  the  warrant. 

Article  1.  Mr.  Richard  Covell  was  elected  to  preside  as 
Moderator  for  the  meeting. 

Article  2.  Voted  to  accept  the  reports  of  the  District 
Officers  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report. 

Article  3.    Following  officers  were  elected: 

Clerk  for  one  year  —  Frederick  J.  Bell 
Auditor  for  one  year  —  Frederick  J.  Bell 
Commissioner  for  3  years  —  William  G.  Wood 

Article  4.  Voted  that  the  District  authorize  the  Treas- 
urer, with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners,  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue 
of  the  financial  year,  beginning  January  1,  1963  and  to 
issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor  payable  within  one  year  and 
to  renew  any  note,  or  notes,  as  may  be  given  for  a  period 
of  less  than  one  year ;  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chap- 
ter 44,  of  the  General  Laws. 

Article  5.  Voted  that  the  District  fix  the  salary  and 
compensation  of  the  Treasurer  at  $200  per  year,  and  the 
salary  of  the  District  Auditor  at  $25  per  year  as  provided 
in  Section  108,  Chapter  44,  as  amended.  Also  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  following  amounts  to  defray  the  expenses 
of  the  District  for  the  year  as  follows:
